than an Indignity, to make their Kings of the fame,

Tuese Reafons were fo cogent, that this augutt 
Afflembly, who was very jealous and tenacious of their 
own Power, concurr’d at laft in this Opinion, and 
unanimoufly re o!ved toemploy the beft Artifts inthe 
Nation, to make a Machine of the moft curious and 
delicate Workmanthip, to an!wer the Purpofes they

WHEN they had thus got a King totheir own 
Mind, for no other in Nature would have been pro- 
per for their Purpofe ; the Council of Fourteen, 
caufed a publick Declaration to be made, importing, 
that in Eafe of the Subject, and in Favour of Liberty, 
they had now reduced the Conftitution to its juft 
Standard, that the King was mow, as they appre- 
hended, fufliciently limited and reftrained ; but howe 
ever, if it fhould be thought that there was yet too 
much Power left inthe Crown, they had the Means 
in their Hands, to reduce it fill lower whenever they 
pleafed ; for that fuch wife Precautions, had been 
made Ufe of in this Affair, and they had fecured 
themfelves fo effectually againft any Innovations or 
Incroachments from the Crown, that the King could 
do no Act, nor take one Step, without his Council of 
Fourteen, upon whole Juttice, Moderation and In-

And from Naples, that the Court being difgufted 
with the Behaviour of the Princefs Dowager Tor- 
chiarolo, for having talked feveral Times indifcreetly 
ef the Government, fent a Captain and a Party of 
Soldiers to Sorrento, near the Gulph of Naples, to 
take her into Cuftody ; but when they came, they 
found her Bedridden, and attended by fix Phyficians. 

The Defeat of the Cuban ‘Tartars by the Coffacks 
and Calmucks, is of the greater Advantage to Ruflia, 
becaufe of the Conquefts of the Ruflians from the 
iver of Cuban to the Den, including Afoph, are 
thereby fecurca trom the Incurfions of thofe Tartars 
for the fucure. 

On the :1th ult. there was fuch a violent Storm 
in Polith Pruffia, that feveral Dykes in the Territory 
of Dantzick, were broke down by the River Weiflel, 
which had overflown a great Part of the Country as 
far as Eibing and ‘Thorn. The fame Storm did great 
Damage alfo at and about wo and at Co- 
penhagen and Elfenore, where the Steeple of Sr. 
Nicholas’s Church was thrown down, with feveral 
Chimnies. In the Road of Copenhagen, a Ship 
was caft away with all the Crew and 14 Paffengers, 
fome ot whofe Bodies being tofled afhore by the 
Waves, were next Day buried: And 21 Merchants 
Ships were drove from their Anchors in the Sound, 
befides 8 run afhore near Landskron, and Saltholm, 
and the Ifle of Vehu. "Tis faid, that fome of the 
former, were drove and left on the Coaft of Sweden. 

The French Garifon at Tricrs has, for moft Parr, 
already evacuated that Place. : 

The Prince and Prince(s of Orange, are arrived 
from the Hague at Leewarden in Fricfland. 

They write from Gibraltar, that Capt. Linflager 
has been again at Tangier, to treat with the Bafhaw 
for the Ranfom of the Dutch Slaves, Prifoners in 
Barbary, burt could not fucceed. They now fay, that 
Muley Ali, the new Emperor of Morocco, who had 
fo grewt a Character lately given him, is as f<lfith as 
his Predeceflor ; for he expeéte, that the Chriftians 
fettled in Barbary, fhould make him confiderable 
Prefents, and threatens, that otherwife their Trade 
fhall fuffer. Jr feems, that he is jealous of the 
Bithaw of Tangicr, but the lacter being forewarn'd 
of his Danger, has had Recourfe to the Army of 
the Blacks, who has promifed him Afhiftance in cafe 
he wants it.
